sion that will pass upon, or deny, proposed annexations to cities, 
proposed incorporation of new cities, and proposed formation of 
special districts. 

The commission became mandatory under legislation passed 
at the last session in Sacramento; its membership will consist of 
two county supervisors, two councilmen from any of the incorpor- 
ated cities in the county, plus a fifth member at large appointed 
_by the original four members. 

This commission has the power to say "yes" or "no" on city 
annexations, city incorporations, and formation of new districts, 
which, of course makes it of more than a little significance in so 
far as agriculture is concerned. 


issue is dead for one year; if it-says “'yes", then the necessary 
action continues under existing law. 

Reason for the new commission, so ‘tis said, is to try to bring 
order out of chaos in metropolitan areas where annexations, new 
cities and new districts are. being formed on a fast, competitive 
basis. 

In so far as Tulare county is concerned, the commission, al- 
though possessing great power, should be able to function with- 
out controversy — at least for a few years until the pressure of 
population becomes considerably greater. 

But there are two aspects that are not good. The commis- 
sion represents another agency set up supposedly to mark the 
path of progress; in our opinion we have enough such agencies, 
and where better laws are needled, existing elected bodies, and 
their subsidiary commissions, should be strengthened as needed 
to meet the situation. 

Second important falacy within this new commission is that 
state legislation provides no appeal on decisions of the commis- 
sion. We suppose a decision could be challenged in court — in 
fact it is quite likely that such a challenge will come rather soon 
somewhere in the state. 

But we feel that it is contrary-to sound self government when 
appointive commissions are set up with extensive and dominating 
power while the people who are effected by the actions of such 
a commission have no right of anveal to elected bodies. 

But the state law is passed; the Tulare county commission is 
being formed; we'll just have to wait and watch as to the future 
conduct of this commission.

Vossler place. 

On October 11, 1903, she be- 
came the bride of Jim Vincent, the 
marriage cecremony being per- 
formed in a second-story bay win- 
dow, owerlooking Porterville’s 
Main street at Oak, in the build- 
ing known for years as Leggett’s 
store. 

At the time of the wedding the 
upstairs section of the building 
was the LaBelle rooming house; 
the Porterville Enterprise occupied 
the ground floor. 

“We didn’t take a honeymoon,” 
she recalls, ‘but went out to the 
ranch that wag farmed by Jim and 
his father, Hugh Gilmore Vincent, 
and set’ up housekeeping in a two- 
room shack in the middle of 80 
acres. Jim said all he had was a 
saddle blanket and just enough 
money to buy the marriage license 
and pay the preacher, so we went 
right to ranching.” : 

In 1906 they moved into Porter- 


ville, Jim and his brother, Jack

From their original cattle the 
Vincents developed a purebred and 
a commercial herd, expanding 
their operation to 15,000 acres and 
running from 1,200 to 1,800 head 
of cattle. : 

About 20 years ago they bought 
their first registered Quarter 
horse, and they have been raising 
Quarter horses since then. 

When they bought the Glenn- 
ville ranch they also purchased 
about 800 head of Durham cattle 
on which they used Whiteface 
bulls. Today, practically all of 
the commercial herd are purebreds, 
although not registered. 

The Vincents have two sons and 
a daughter — Marion, who oper- 
ates the Glennville ranch and who 
was born in the old Bob Billings- 
ley home on Porterville’s Main 
street where the Monache theater 
was later located; Merle (Buck), 
now ranching in Oregon, was born 
at Woodville; and Eva Riley, who 
resides in Porterville and who was 
also born at Woodville. 

Mrs. Vincent recalls a period of 
about two years when she walked 
three and a half miles every day 
to hitch a donkey to an old ‘“horse- 
power weil” to pump water for the 
cattle, and she also did most of the 
work, with her daughter, Eva, in 
building a mountain cabin at Dun- 
lap meadow on the Vincent’s sum- 
mer range, 

“When we first started taking 
cattle to the Dunlap meadow coun- 
try we lived in a tent,’ Mrs. Vin- 
cent says. ‘We had to pack in 10 
miles from the end of the road, but 
Eva and I decided to build a cabin.

Division Manager Ralph Pur- 
celli reported that payroll at the 
plant is up 40 per cent, compared 
to a year ago, with 70 persons 
employed; he said that payroll is 
about $325,000 a year and that 
taxes on the plant amount to about 
$50,000 annually. 

Earl Hudson, now vice president 
in charge of manufacturing, gas 
meter division of Rockwell, na- 
tionally, said that the company 
now has 30 divisions, employs 8,- 
000 persons; operates plants in 
Canada and West Germany, is 
building a plant in India, and has 
business operations in a number 
of other foreign countries.
